There were certainly 
detects in the representation, but these may 
easily be remedied by practice. The moat 
notable fault was a certain raggedness in the 
choral parts, and the crchestra seemed to us to 
be at times distinctively too heavy, though we 
had the misfortune to be almost sitting on the 
top of the big drum, so to speak. The ballet 
was clumsy, and the firet dance was quite 
devoid of art—indeed it would have been far 
better to omit it altogether. Of the princi- 
pals two shone, and they must have been 
greatly pleased with the uproarious applause 
of a inost enthusiastic audience. Signosa 
Crusceniski was really good as Loréley ; her 
voice 18 clear, pure, and true, and though she 
is not a great actress she carried out her part 
of Siren, well. Signor Rusconi too, was good as 
Rudolfo, but Signor Cristallijas Walter was ra 
ther disappointing ; bis voice being rather cold 
and sometimes even harsh, while his actions were 
onconvincing. As the fiancée and bride Signora 
Finzi did not seem quite up to the mark, but 
she has a powerful and well-trained voice, 
which she appeared to somewhat overstrain. 
After to nigh*’s performance, however, of the 
same opera we shall be able to judge the com- 
pany better, foron Saturday, first night awkard- 
ness was apparent, especially in the chorus.

Port Sudan, 19th December. 

On Friday the 13th the 8.8. “El Kahira” 
took the blue ribbon of this run away from the 
SS.

just under 50 hours steaming from Snez;

8.3. “Mahallah” for his return to Jeddah, also 
Mr. Little who left later tor Khartoum. 

On the 14th inst., theS.S. “Nidderdale” ar. 
rived with a large quantity of cargo which will 
take some days to discharge. Port Sudan is 
not sorry, as amongst the many passengers 
there are some good fellows who are fond of 
sport. We must not forget to mention the 
Captain who is certainly No. 1 at all games. 
The Port Sudan Sports Clubhave got up many 
matches of both football and cricket for their 
benefit but I am pleased to say that they have 
not given usa beating yet, “Well done Port 
Suddenites.” 

Quite anumber of accidents bave occurred 
here lately. One was most serious in which 
Mr. Cochilani of the firm of Messrs. Bencini 
and Quistas, the quay contractors, was the 
victim. It appears that they were blasting the 
coral reet and this gentleman was standing 
quite 80 yards away from the scene, when a 
sharp piece of coral fell on his head, cutting 
it open He was carried to his house near by, 
and the doctors were called in; meanwhile 
everything was done to keep him conscious. It 
will be sometime before he is quite well again. 

Anvther exciting accident occurred in the 
shape of a runaway train ona siding where the 
railways are building the new line to meet the 
bridge. All the soldiers employed on the work 
endeavoured to stop it but to no effect, and the 
soldiers who were near the stop block received 
not only the contents but the trucks as well on 
top of them. It was surprising that so few 
were injured, one only being taken to the 
hospital. 

Great alarm has been caused amongst the 
natives by a motor car, which has just arrived 
in the “Nidderdale’ for the Sirdar who will be 
shortly visiting thé Port. This car is undoubt- 
edly the best that ever put wheels on Port 
Sudan soil. The makers, Messrs. Arrol and 
Johnson, are to be congratulated upon turning 
out such a splendid car, which has been 
specially made with paddle wheels for grip- 
ping the sand. A trial run bas been made on 
another car of the road to Khor-ah-Bat where 
they intend obtaining the water supply for this 
town, and which the Sirdar is going out to 


inspect.

The “Gregory 
Merek” was allowed to proceed to Port Said, 
where she is now in quarantine, and she will be 
sent through the canal under the strictest 
guard to prevent any possibility of communica- 
tion with the shore. Cholera has also broken 
out aboard the Khedivia] Mail 8.8 ‘“Dahabeah” 
among pilgrims taken from, Yambo, and the sa- 
nitary authorities have ordered the ‘“Dahabeah” 
to proceed to Camaran to undergo a quarantine 
period of ten days.

SITUATION FURTHER COMPLICATED. 


(PRoM ouR own CORRESPONDENT, ) 
Port Said, Saturday. 


The coal discharging Araba have come out 
on strike in sympathy with the bunkering men 
who left work without notice on Thursday 
night. Last Tuesday was really the beginning, 
as that night a gang of bunkering Arabs on 
their way to the harbour were stopped by 
other Arabs who tried to persuade them to 
turn back. There was a sharp scoffle, but 
fortunately the police arrived promptly and 
one of the ringleaders was arrested. The 
masters of the gang who endeavoured to start 
the strike requested their sheikh to dismiss 
three other meu who were ringleaders in the 
scuffle of Tuesday night. Things went onas 
usual till Thursday evening when a gang was 
called down to bunker the SS. “Tydeus.” 
When the gang arrived they were accompanied 
by the three men who had been dismissed, and 
then the trouble began. The three discharged 
men refused to leave the coal lighters and 
started making a disturbance with the result 
that the police were sent for and they were 
arrested. Immediately the men were arrested 
the whole gang returned to their village and re- 
fused to work. The coal agents for the 
8.8. “Tydeus” applied to the neighbours 
for assistance but all gangs refused to work 
till the arrested men had been released and 
allowed to rejoin their gang 

The mounted and foot police from Cairo are 
encamped in the streets dividing the Arab 
village from the European quarter and no 
doubt the sight of so many police will have a 
good effect on the strikers.

CYPRUS NOTES 


— 


GOVERNMENT ACCOUNTS. 


(FROM OUR owN CORRESPONDENT ) 


Limassol, December 12. 

Mr. H.J. Gibson, Deputy Auditor-General in 
London, arrived here last month, together 
with Mr. Bunbury of the Auditor General's 
Department, for the purpose of examining into 
the system of accountancy and audit in the 
Island. Mr. Gibson is making an extended 
tour including British possessions in the 
Mediterranean and in West Africa, and is 
carrying out a very ample programme of work. 
He landed at Limassol and with Mr. Banbury 
proceeded to Nicosia by mole across the 
lower heights of the Southern mountain range. 
He was thus enabled to gain an idea of the 
country parts of the Island They remained 
only one week in Cyprus. 


The Rainy Season. 

Reports from all districts show that the 
rainstorms of a fortnight ago were very 
general. [n many localities the land was under 
water and damage was done. The Railway line 
to Morphou suffered from wash-outs, the 
effect, in one part, being very serious, a large 
portion of the embankment having been 
washed away leaving the rails and sleepers 
unsupported. No accidents to trains occurred 
however. 

A railway motor-car has lately been imported 
for the use of certain railway officials It is 
intended that it shall travel at a much greater 
speed than the ordinary train, and will 
frequently be used in the place of a special 
train. It shonld prove of considerable utility 
as well as economy in this reapect. 


Government Farm. 


The Government farm at Athalassa, which 
has lately come under the direction of the 
Committee for the improvement of native 
animals, has lately received the following live 
stock from England : 1 Galloway bull, 2 Devon 
bulls, 4 large black pigs, and some head of 
poultry 


Cypriot Poultry. 


There is much room for improvement in 
the native breeds of poultry and Cyprus is an 
ideal place for poultry farming. Cyprus eggs 
compare favourably with the small eggs of 
inferior quality usually to be seen in Egypt, but 
new strains of fowls are much needed both for 
egg production and table purposes. If the use 
of incubators and foster mothers were to become 
general, an important and remunerative poultry 
trade might be done. The price of eggs is 
at present very high, half a piastre each in 
the towns, almost the same as in Egypt. 
Indeed as Egypt comes to be more and more 
more the market forall kinds of Cyprus 
produce, the cost price in this Island for such 
articles will necessarily approximate and be 
largely influenced by the prices obtainable in 
Egypt. It may be hoped that when better 
methods of rearing poultry prevail here, a 
more humane system of hawking birds for sale 
will be adopted. The present custom of tying 
them by the legs and carrying them about by 
hand all day is very cruel, particularly in the 
case of beavy birds. Efforts have been made to 
introduce baskets and crates, but the existing 


practise still obtains generally, and will, 
doubtless, die bard. 
Rough Seas. 


The heavy seas which have lately prevailed 
around our coasts have made the process of 
shipments and unloading of goods and the 
embarkation and disembarkation of passengers 
very difficult in the roadsteads of Limassol 
and Larnaca. The charge of £1 per person, 
which has had to be paid at both the ports for 
getting from vessel to land is a considerable 
addition to the travelling expenses, and isa 
great increase upon the ordinary charge of 2s 
The entrance to the port of Famagusta, too, is 
very difficult of access in rough weather, and 
and veseels baveto take a long sweep up the 
coast before turning and making for the 
harbour.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


(From Our Own CoRRESPON DENT. ) 

London, December 13th. 
Vice Admiral the Honourable Sir Hedworth 
Lambton, K.C. V. 0., late commanding the 
Third Cruiser Squadron, attached to the 
Mediterranean Fleet, bas been selected to 
succeed Admiral Sir A W. Moore, K. C. B,, 
in command of the China Squadron and 

Eastern Fleet next Mare.

King’s Royal Rifle Corps, Aldershot (ander 
orders for Crete) has been appointed adjutant 
of the Battalion in succession to Captain the 
Hon. A. FP.

The 2nd Battalion Queen’s Own Cameron 
Highlanders has jast left Durban for Tientsin, 
North China, it having teen decided to stiffen 
our forces there. 


The split in the Navy League has resulted 
in the formation of a new organisation to carry 
out the propaganda work of those members 
who disapproved of the recent policy of the 
organisation, which in their opinion had be. 
come paralysed by the desertion and reversal 
of the objects it was created to fulfil. The “Im. 
perial Maritime League” has therefore been 
formed and it will concern itself not merely 
with the Royal Navy but also with merchant 
service. The objects broadly speaking, of the 
new society are increase in the sea power of the 
British peoples, their closer union, and their 
iptra-Imperial organisation for defence. Its 
specific aims will be the command of the sea 
as a national policy, since this is the sole eondi- 
tion of onr national life. The new organisation 
will also advocate the creation of a Strategy 
Department and the maintainence of a high 
standard of naval strength equal to a clear 10 
per cent. superiority over the next two strongest 
navies in the world, with the proviso that the 
standard may be raised in the event of the 
international relationships of the British ire 
being changed to its disad vantages. A 
obeject will be the adoption of legislation with 
the view of securing the elimination as far as 
possilile of the foreign element in the British 
mereantile marine, and the improvement of the 
position and prospects of the mercantile officer 
and men, without detriment to the British 
sbipowner, and advocacy of all means which 
shall tend to unite and simpilfy the action of 
Great Britain and of the younger nations 
throughout the empire in all matters of defence, 
sea borne trade, and commerce.
